drawbridge. This accidentally activated the 
draw through which the unmanned schooner 
sailed without further incident. 


The L&N tracks washed out at several points 
between New Orleans and Mobile, and one 
section of the Biloxi Bay railroad bridge 
collapsed. The Bay St. Louis bridge survived 
intact and became the scene of a daring rescue 
at the height of the storm when the schooner 
Annie P. of Mobile struck it from the inside, 
threatening the lives of the man, woman and 
three children aboard. Five young Bay St. 
Louis men raced along the nearly submerged 
bridge and used ropes and a skiff to pull the 


family to safety. 


Many close calls were reported, but in 
Mississippi only one death was attributed to 
the storm. L. Livaudais, a 54-year-old Meridian 
cotton buyer and guest at Boster’s Cottage in 
Pascagoula, apparently was crazed by the 
storm and shot himself in the head with a 
pistol. He died five hours later. 


The eye passed over Pascagoula Thursday 
between 4 and 4:30 p.m. When it traversed 
Biloxi a bit later, the barometer read 29.25 
inches of mercury, then the lowest known 
reading taken in that city. With the passage of 
the eye, the winds shifted to southwest until 11 
p.m. when, in the words of an eyewitness, ‘‘the 
stars began to shine, and the great storm was a 
thing of the past.” 


According to a Biloxi report in the New Orleans 
Daily Picayune: 


Some of the people here think 
that the fierceness of the storm 
was greater than 1893, when 
there was such an awful loss of 
life. They give credit to the 
Weather Bureau for hoisting the 
storm signals... for the saving 
of the lives of those who would 
have gone out on the water. As tt 
is, there is considerable damage 
here, which it will take a long 
time and a large amount of 
money to repair. 


The Coast had learned the lesson of 1893. 
Immediately after the waters calmed, rescue
